tholick, Provinces, commonly called 
by the general Name of Flanders, 
(the Principal of theſe Provinces) 
— are bounded on the Eaſt with Ger- 
* : on the Weſt, or rather North-Weſt with

The whole is a kind of Triangular Form, 
being in Length from the moſt Eaſtern Parts 


of Luxemburg, to the moſt Weſtern Parts of 


Arton, about 192 Miles; and in Breadth from 
the moſt North Parts of Brabant, to the moſt 
South Parts of Luxemburg, about IFF Miles; 
the whole Circumference being ſcarce 600 
Miles; containing, according to Seller's Ac- 
count, 7197000 of Acres. | 

The principal Rivers of theſe Provinces are, 
1. Mars, which (beſides its Courſe in France) 
paſſes through Namur, Liege and Gelderland, 
waſhing the Towns of Charlemont, Dinant, Na- 
mur, Liege, Maeftricht, Ruremond, Venlo, Grave 
it falls into the Sea. 
2. Scheld, or Eſcaut, paſſing through Cambray, 
Hainault and Flanders, — * the Towns of 
Cambray, Valenciennes, Tournay, Ghent and An- 
twerp, a little below) which it falls into the Sea. 
3. Lys, paſſing through Artos and Flanders ; 
and waſhing the Towns of Aire and Courtray, 
and at Ghent falls into the River Scheld. Thoſe 
of leſs Note ſhall be ſpoken of after wards. 

This is but a ſmall Spot of Land, but ex- 
ceeding populous, full of excellent Towns and 
Villages, and moſt plentifully endowed with 
all Things neceſſary either for Pleaſure or Pro- 
fir. So very rich, that at once the King of 
Spain's Revenues thence (when he had all) 
was' greater than any Prince in Chriſtendom, 
the King of France excepted ; but at preſent the 
Charge of keeping is much greater than the 
Revenues.

The Fort 
ſtands about a Canon · ſhot below tne Town up- 
on the Scharp, and judged by its Situation a- 
mong Marſhes, by means of its Sluces, where- 
by it can drown all the Country about, to be 
impregnable.

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| Niewport, Nieuport, or Newport, between Dunkirk and 
Oftend. a ſmall Diſtance from the Sea-Shore, a 

little River running on the one Side of it, 

which, tho* but a mean Channel, yet where it 

falls into the Sea, makes a' conſiderable, long 
and ſecure Haven, eſpecially at high Tides; 
and yet the ſame (tho* provided of a good Key) 
is hardly capable of Ships of 15 great Burden. 

The Town it ſelf is a Place of good Strength, 
having broad and ſtrait Streets; but the Houſes 
are generally but low built, and rhoſe for the 

moſt part of Timber. It has alſo a ſtrong Ca- 

ſtle. The Inhabitants of this Town maintain 
themſelves chiefly by the Fiſhing Trade. This 
Town ſtands about 40 Mile; Weſt of Ghent, 

- Sluys, $luys, or Sluce, ſtands ſome diſtance from the 
-Shore, and is not above one of their Miles 

in compaſs, nor is all that Place thoroughly in- 

habited, though its Situation and Fortification 

be ſuch as render it one of the ſtrongeſt Places 
that belong to the Confederate States in this 
Province, being much ſtronger by reaſon of the 
Iſle Cadſand nigh adjoining. It was in former 
Ages an exceeding wealthy Place, enjoying that 
Trade which afterwards removed from hence 
to Bruges, and from thence to Antwerp, and has 
ſtill the largeſt Haven in all Flanders, the ſame 
being capable of 300 good Ships. This Town 

ſtands 22 Miles N. W. of Gent. 

Graveling, Graveling ſtands nigh the Sea, upon the 
Mouth of the River Ac, which parts France 

, from Flanders, and being a Frontier Town, up- 
on the approach of Strangers towards the Gate.

King of Worſted Sayes, and many other Stuffs, 
being imputed to this City. The Inhabitants 
have of late employ'd themſelves in Weaving 
of Silks, which has much enrich'd them ; in- 
ſomuch, that the French have called this Place 
La petite Paris for its Beauty. Here is a good 
Caſtle, and the Ruins of an old one, called Buck, 
This Town ſtands 36 Miles S. W. of Ghent. 


Ipres, Vren, Or Tpres, {tands in a fruitful pier. 


It is 
very ſtrong, ſaid to be almoſt impregnably ſitua- 
ted, and has a new Cittadel.

The chief and only Place of Note in this Pro- Situation 
vince is Antwerp, the Metropolis of all theſe of the 
Provinces. It ſtands on the River Scheld on the Towns, 
Borders of Flanders, 22 Miles North of Bruſſels, 
and 75 S. of Amſterdam. It is. now under the 
e of the Spaniards, I find no Villages 
in this Province. | 

Antwerp was formerly one of the moſt famous A#1werp, 
Places in Europe, and till a Noble City, de- 
ſervedly counted the chief of theſe Provinces. 
It is nigh 8 Miles in Circuit, and is compared 
to a Bow, the String of which is repreſented by 
the River Scheid. on which it ſtands. It is en- 
compaſled with vaſt ſtrong and beautiful Walls, 
being 110 Foot broad on the Top, upon which 
are 4 or 5 Rows of Linden Trees regularly

aced with Stone, 2 ſtrong Bulwarks 
contrived with great Art for mutual Defence, 
and 13 fine Gates for Entrance.

City and Dutchy was reſcued out af che Hands 


of the K. of France and D. of Au, 0 by the Con- 


federate Army, under the D. of 4:7/vorough, in 
1703. and not long after the Count de Jingen- 
dorf took Pofleiion both of the Town and 
Dutchy, in the Name of Charles III. K. of Spain. 

Valkenburg, or Vauquemont, is reckoned the 2d 
City in Limburg, ſaid to belon to the Biſhop 
of Liege, tho now under the H. lande, Tt 73 
ſituated upon the River G-a!, and is large aud 
indifferent neatly built, as well as tolerably 
fortiſied; but the Caltle, which ſtands above 
it, upon a ſteep Rock, is a Pl;ce of more than 
ordinary Strength. being inacceii ble. and im- 
pregnable to an Enemy that brings not © :n- 
non along with him: In it are ſaid to be cer- 
tain Caves of fo prodigious a Bigneſs, that a 
whole Army may be well hid in them. Let in 
the Year 1672. upon the News of the French 
coming. it was immediately quirted. It ſtands 
29 Miles N. of Limburg. 


10. Dakedom of Luxemburg. 


Uxemburg, or Lutzz»burg, has on the E. the 

Arch biſho rick of Triers in Germany; on 

the W. ſome of the Biſhoprick of Liege, and 

Champagne in Fance; on the N. Liege ang Lim- 

burg; and on the S. Lorain in Fance. It is in 
Length about 82 Miles, and in Breadrh 72. 

It is for the moſt part fruitful of Corn, yield- 
ing alſo ſome Wines, ſome Mines, and many ex- 
cellent Quarries of godly Stone. The Weſtern

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Parts are ſomewhat barren of Corn, but very 
plentiful in Fowl and Veniſon. Ir has in it 23 
Cities or Walled Towns, and 1169 Villages. 
The chief City of the whole is Luxemburg. 

Moſelle, which here 
waſhes Maiſiers, Toionville, Remich, and Waſſer- 
billich, runs into German. 2. Ourt, which here 
waſhes Hofalize, La Roche, and Durbuy, runs into 
Liege.

Luxemburg. or Lutzenburg, is the principal Luxem- 
City of this Province, and is commodioully burg. 

ſcated in reſpect of Strength, upon the little Ri- 
ver Al/ſtitez, which divides it into 2 equal 
Parts; the beſt Part of it ſtands on the Top of a 
Hill, and is ſurrounded with very good and 
defenſible Walls, and other proper Fortifications 
thereto belonging. It is of a great Compaſs, and 
is indifferently ſtored with good Stone-Buildings, 
but by reaſon of the many Hazards of War it 
has gone thro”, many of the Houſes were not only 
neglected, but deſerted by the Owners. The 
Old Town, which in former times was a large 
and well built City, is now but only the Sub. 
urbs to the New. Here is a Cloiſter of Fan- 
ciſcans, ſaid to be founded in the Life- time of 
St. Francis, It was under the French (who have 
much added to its Fortiſications) from 1684, to 
1697, when *rwas reſtor'd to the Spaniards by 
the Peace of Re/wick. 

Thionville is the 2d City in this Province, 7þjonville, 
commodiouſly ſeated upon the Weſtern Bank 
of the River Moſelle. It is a Place of "oy 

reat Strength, encompaſſed with a Brick-Wall, 

aving 6 Bulwarks, and ſtrengthen'd with 4 
large Hornworks ; the broad and deep Ditch 
which ſurrounds it not being deſtitute of Wa- 
ter, even in the greateſt Drought in Summer. 
The cutward ſloping Courtine is all along thick 
{et with ſtrong Stakes or Palliſadoes; and be- 
fore the Gate that opens towards Luxemburg is 
moreover raiſed a vaio werk, This Town 
ſtands 14 Miles S. of Luxemburg. 
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Montmedy, deſerves to be mentioned here, for 
tho it is a Place of no great bigneſs, yet it is always 
reckoned a Place of great ſtrength. Ir is ver 
conveniently {ſituated upon the Top of an Hill, 
the foot whereot is watered by the River Chier. 
It has been oftentimes taken by the French in the 
Wars of theſe later Ages, which was cnerally 
imputed to its want of Proviſions, — a ſuffici- 
cent Garriſon. 


GELDERLAND 


YElderland, (I mean only that Part which 

is ſubject to the Spaniards) or the Quarter 

of Ruermond, has on the E. and N. Cieves in Ger- 

many; on the W. Brabant ; and on the S. Fuliers 

in Germany. It lies ſome diſtance from the reſt 

of Gelderland, being 36 Miles long, and 28 
broad. 

The Soil is fruitful, and bears all forts of 

Grains; abounding moreover with rich Paſture 
Grounds, which fattens great Droves of Cattle, 
which are ſent from many far Places. 
Chief Rivers are, 1. Maes, which runs thro' 
the midſt of this Part, waſhing Ruermond and 
Venlo, and ſo paſſes on, dividing Brabant from 
the reſt of Gelderland. 2. Niers, which waſhes 
Gelders, and runs into Cleves. | 

The Cities or Walled Towns are only 3, and 
are thus ſituated. 1. Gelders, the Metropolis 
nigh the Borders of Cleves, (on the Niers) about 
$4 Miles N. E. of Bruſſels. 2. Venlo, 10 Miles 
S. W. of Gelders, (on the Maes) nigh the Bor- 
ders of Fuliers. *rwas taken by the D. of Marlbe- 
rough in 1702. 3. Ruermond, or Roermond, 11 
Miles S. of Venlo, (on the Maes) likewiſe by 558 
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Borders of Fuliers. This underwent the fame 
Fate with Venlo in 1702. Theſe are all ſubject 
to the Spaniards. 
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Gelders, the chief City in this Part, and gives Gelders. 


Name to the whole Province ; It is a Place of no 
very great bigneſs, ſeated in a very convenient 
place, and receives the little River Niers into its 
Trenches. It has a Caſtle of great Antiquity, 
the ancient Seat of thoſe who were Governors 
of this Province, under ſeveral Titles; which 
together with the City it ſelf, is ſtrongly fortifi- 
ed by the Marſhes that encompaſs them both; 
but whether it may be imputed to this, or to 
the firm Loyalty of the Inhabitants, that it was 
never yet brought under the Juriſdiction of the 
United Provinces, I ſhall not preſume to deter- 
mine. But this muſt be remember'd, that after 
a long Blockade, it capitulated and ſurrender'd 
to the Pruſſian Troops under the Command of 
the Count de Lothum in 1703. This Town 
ſtands 26 Miles nigh S. E. of Nimeguen, the Chief 
of the Province. 


Ruermond, or Roermond, which gives Name to Ruermond. 


this Quarter or Part, is ſituated on the River 
Maes, where it receives the Roer, very conveni- 
ent for Defence. It is a rich and well Peopled 
City, and is remarkable both for the Strength 
of its Walls, and the Neatneſs of its Buildings. 
It is a Biſhop's See, and is a Cathedral Church, 
dedicated to the Holy Ghoſt ; here is alſo an 
ample and wealthy Monaſtery of the Carthuſians, 
ſo much commended by Travellers. This 
Town ſtands 21 Miles S. of Gelder. 
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| Cambray. 


A Deſcription of the Seat of the 
Arch-biſboprick of Cambray. 


Cntr, or Cambreſes, was ſome times reck- 
oned a Part of Hainault, but deſtinct, bound- 
ed on the N. and E. with Hainault; on the W. 
with Arton; and on the S. with Picardy in France. 
It is in length 32 Miles, and in breadth 18. 

The Soil of this Province is extraordinary 
Fruitful, producing great Quantities of Corn, 
Grains, and ſeveral Fruits, but is not altogether 
ſo good for Wines. The Archbiſho o this 
Province was ſometimes reckoned a Prince of 
the Empire. 

The chief Rivers are, 1. Scheld, which here 
waſhes Creve coer and Cambray, and then runs in- 
to Hainault and Flanders, 2. Selle, which here 
waſhes Chateau Cambre ſes, and runs into Hai- 
nault. 3. Sambre, which goes thro' a little Part of 
this Province, and runs into Hainault. 

The Cities or Walled Towns are here but 3 
in Number, and are thus ſituated. 1. Cambray, 
58 Miles S. E. of Bruſ#/s, (on the Scheld.) 2. 
Crevecoer, 5 Miles S. of Cambray, (on the Scheld.) 

. Chauteau Cambreſes, 12 Miles E. of Crevecoer 

fo the Selle.) Theſe are all under the French, 
y Virtue of the Peace of Nimeguen in 1678. 

Cambray, or Camerich, is the chief City in 


this Province, by the Borders of Hainault. It 


is ſituated upon the River Scheld, which runs 
thro? it, and fills all its Ditches. Ir is ſaid to be 
of greater Importance than almoſt any other in 
the Low-Countries ; being regularly fortified with 
Ramparts, Baſtions, Half-Moons, and 2 good 
Forts; and is commanded by a Citradel of a 
Square Figure; and is moreover placed in F 
mo 
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moſt advantagious Situation; having on the 
W. fide, and in a low bottom, exceeding large 
Suburbs, with delicate Meadows and Gar- 
dens lying all along the River. The private 
Buildings are very fair, and the Publick much 
fairer. It contains 9 Pariſhes, and has 3 Abbies, 
with a great Number of Religious Houſes, be- 
ſides Hoſpitals and other publick Buildings. 
Here are many Rich Merchants, and the prin- 
* Trade conſiſts in making that fine Linnen 
called Cambrick. It ſtands 32 Miles S. W. of 
Mens, and 94 N. of Pars, 

Becauſe Calas is a Frontier Town, and a 
Place of great Importance, I think it will be 
convenient to give a Deſcription of it, tho? it 
be in no part of Flanders. 
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Calan, or Cals, a very ſtrong Town in the Calais. 


Province of Picardy in France, once belonging 
to the Engliſh, and held by them 210 Years; 
but regained by the French in the Reign o 
Queen Mary; the Loſs of which grieved her fo 
much that it was thought the Cauſe of her Death. 
It is very advantagiouſly ſituated for Defence 
nigh the Sea ; now very itrongly fortified after 
the Modern Faſhion, with an impenetrable Wall 
and Baſtions of Earth, a deep Trench full of 
Water to the Landwards, and a large Cittadel. 
The Wall and Cittadei were built about 65 
Years ſince. The old Stone-Wall and Ditch 


are ſtill N 4 but encloſed with the new.

The Town is ſomewhat bigger than Dover in 
England, from which it ſtands oppoſite, and is 
very populous, and well frequented, by reafon 
of its being the immediate Port from England, 
and for that reaſon called the Rey of France,

CHAP. I 
A Deſcription of the Seat of the War in 
Savoy, Milan, &. 


HE late Acceſſion of the D. of Savoy to 
the Confederacy has given ſuch a Turn 


to the Affairs of Italy, chat tis now co- 
ver'd with hoſtile Armies in ſeveral Parts, par- 
ticularly upon the Frontiers of the D. of Sa- 
voy's Dominions, and in Lower Lombardy, viz. 
the Mantueſe, and adjacent Countries: So that 
the Seat of the War in that Country falls now 
into 2 ſcparate Branches, one on the Frontiers 
of Savoy, and another in Lower Lombardy : A 
wh Repreſentation of which is contain'd in the 

lowing Deſcriptions. 

In deſcribing the Seat of the War on the 
Frontiers of Savoy, we are obliged to take in 
the Dominions of Savoy, the State of Genoua, and 
the Dutchy of Milan. Of which in Order. 


The Dominions of Savoy, including Pro- 
per Savoy, Piedmont, Nice and Mont- 
ferrat. 


AO (under which Name I comprehend 


all che Dominions by Right belonging tothe 


D. of Sav9) is bounded on the E. chiefly . — 
ke- 
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Dukedom of Milan; on the W. with Breſi, Dau- 
phiny, and Provence in Fance; on the N. with 
Switzerland and Wali/land; and on the S. with 
the Sea, and part of the Commonwealth of 
Genoua. 


It is a very irregular oblong Figure, being 


in Length from Geneva in the N. Parts to the 
moſt S. Eaſtern Parts of Montferrat, about 190 
Miles, (from Geneva to Nice, or Nizza, 180 
Miles ;,) and in Breadth from the moſt Weſtern 
Parts of the County of Nice, to the moſt Eaftern 
Parts of Montferrat, about 120 Miles. 

The chief Rivers in theſe Parts are; 1. Po, 
which here waſhes Salz xo, Carignan, Turin, 
Verue and Caſale, and ſo goes into Milan. 2. Stu- 
ra, which here waſhes Coni, Cheraſco, Alba and 
Alti, and runs into the Po in Milan. 3. Doria, 
which waſhes Aou# and Juria, falls into the Pg 
a little above Verue. 4. Jer, which here waſhes 
Mouſtiers, runs by Montmelian, and goes into 
France, Here are alſo 2 Lakes (beſides that of 
Geneva) viz. 1. Of Annea, and, 2. Ot Bourget. 

That Part of this Country, which is properly 
calFd Savoy, was poſſeſs d in former Times by the 
Allobroges, and n reduced into the Form 
of a Roman Province, under the Name of Alpes 
Coctiæ. Upon the Declenſion of the Reman Em- 
pire, it became part of the Kingdom of Bur- 
gundy, and pailing, with the other Rights of 
that Kingdom, into the Hands of the Empe- 
ror of Germany, continued fo till the Year 999. 
that Berald of Saxony fled from Germany, and 
ſettled here. The Succeſſors of this Prince 
enlarged their Dominions gradually, partly by 
Conqueſt, and partly (nay, chiefly ) by Mar- 
riages, till they became Maſters of all Jong,

The Seat of the 
Piedment and Saluzzo, which I am now about 


to deſcribe. The firſt D. of Savey was Ama- 


deo VIII. created ſuch by the Emperor Siz:/- 
mond, A. D. 1397. The ſucceeding Dukes have 
had many various Adventurcs with the Spa- 
niards and the French, their Neighbours. Vctor 
Amadeo, the preſent Duke, has frequently im- 
bark'd in the French Intereſt, being the Son of a 
French Lady of the Houſe of Nemours, who vi- 
2 promoted the French Intereſt; and him- 
elf marry'd to Ann Mary, Daughter of Philip, 
D. of Orleans, and of the Princeſs Henrietta, 
Daughter of Charles I. of England: Nay. he 
has ſince confirm'd his Alliance to that Court 
with the ſtricteſt Ties that are, in marrying 
one of his Daughters to the D. of Burgundy, 
and the other to the D. of Anjeu. But, after 
all, the juſt Conſideration of the Intereſt of his 
Country, and the Ballance of the Affairs of Eu- 
rope, join'd to the rudeſt Incroachments and 


Inſults of the French King, have mov'd him to 


- Join with the Confederates in the glorious De- 


fign of reducing the exorbitant Power of that 
ambitious Monarch. 


This Country towards the N. is very full of 


Mountains and barren Places, but more to the 
S. is exceeding fruitful in all Things neceſſary 
both of Profit and Pleaſure, as Corn, Wine 


Oil, Fruits, Veniſon, Cattle, Cheeſe, Cheſ- 


nuts, Hemp, Flax, Minerals, and ſeveral Quar- 
ries of Marble ; and all Things are here ver 
cheap and plentiful, but Money is for the mo 
2 ſcarce, yet ſome Perſons here have very 
large Revenues. Here is conſiderable Trading 
in many good Commodities, as Paper, Fuſtians, 


Iron- 
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Iron- works, Fir-Trees for Maſts of Ships, and 
ſeveral other Commodities before-mention'd. 

The Strength of this Country conſiſts in the 
great Number of ſtrong Towns, Forts and 
Caſtles, ſome of which are incredibly well for- 
tihed by Art and Nature. Montmelian on one 
Side is a very ſtrong Place; Nice on another 
ſecures a Communication with the Mediterra- 
nean, and towards Milan there are ſcveral well 
fortified Places, of which annon. The Number 
of Soldiers which may conveniently be raiſed, 
is reckon'd about 30000. 

The ordinary Revenue of the Duke is faid 
to amount to 1800000 Crowns Yearly, all 
which is nobly ſpent in a ſplendid Court. Up- 
on extraordinary Occaſions he can raiſe much 
larger Sums, without much Oppreſſion to his 
Subjects. 

he Region ublickly allow'd of in theſe 
Parts, is who ly 1 Roman Catholick, notwith- 
ſtanding here are great Numbers of Proteſtants, 
call'd Vaudoxs, who, tho' formerly perſecuted 
with the utmoſt Vigour, are ſince allow'd the 
Exerciſe of their Religion, and encouraged to 
take Arms in Defence of their Prince and 
Country. 

The Language here ſpoken is moſt com- 
monly the French, or at leaſt a Dialect of it; 
alſo the Iralian Language is very much uſed in 
moſt Places. 

In theſe Countries are 2 Archbiſhopricks, 
viz. Turin and Mouſtiers ; and 13 Biſhopricks, 
viz. Foſſano, Fvrea, Mondovi and Saluzzo, un- 
der Turin ; Annecy, Aouft and Maurienne, under 
Mouſtiers ; Acqui, Alba, Aſti, Caſal, and Vercelli, 
under the Archbiſhop of Milan; and Nice or

Under this Name are comprehended 4 Pro- 
vinces, viz.

ne va, the moſt Northern Town of Note, ſtand- 
ing on the Rhone, where it comes out of the 
Lake Leman, commonly calld, The Lake of 
Geneva. This noted City, famous for preſer- 
ving its Liberty, and an independent Republi- 
can Government, in Oppoſition to the Pretenſi- 
ons of their Neighbours, is not ill fortified ; but 
its greateſt Strength lies in a firm Alliance with 
the Cantons of urich and Bern, for which Rea- 
ſon ſome Geographers bring it in with Swit- 


Jerland. It ſtands upon the Contines of Savoy, 
g E 2 France 
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France and Switzer/and, The Republick has 
bur very ſmall Territories extending ſcarce any 
way farther than their Gates. The Walls are 
ſtrong and well lined, and their Guards are al- 
ways on Duty, becauſe of the conſtant Danger 
apprehended from France and Savoy. The Ar- 
ſenal has Arms both offenſive and defenſive, 
where they ſhew the ſcaling Ladders of the Sa- 
vozards, who were taken about 40 Ycars ſince 
in their ſecret Attempt of ſurprizing the City, 
and immediately executed, to prevent any In- 
terceſſion for their Lives. The Anniverſary of 
this Deliverance they obſerve with Preaching 
and Praying, and the Boys and meaner People 
ſing and ſell in the Streets Ballads on the Savq- 
ard Diſappointment. There is JE a greater 
Arſenal (if it be proper to call it ſo) among the 
Citizens, there being no Burgeſs that is not pro- 
vided with Arms in his Family for himſelf, and 
all able to bear them. This animates the Peo- 
ple and makes them not afraid of a Siege, eſpe- 
cially conſidering they are alſo aſſured, if they 
can prevent a 7 and defend themſelves 
24 Hours, their Neighbours of Switzerland will 
not fail to come to their Relief with 40000 
Men, whoſe Intereſt ir is to preſerve Geneva, 
both from the French and the Savyards, as be- 
ing an Inroad into their Country; ſo that the 
Policy of the Swiſſers is their beſt Security. The 
famous Lake of Geneva runs thro' part of this 
City, and, in caſe of Neceſlity, may be let into 
the Ditches. This being a free City in Mat- 
ters of Religion, and protecting thoſe who by 


any Neceſſities have been driven out of their

10. Chambery, the Metropolis of the Dutchy 
of Savq, ſtanding in proper Savoy, 7 Miles S. of 
Bou get, 66 N. W. of Turin, and 10 Miles N. 
W. of Montmelian; a rich, populous and well 
built City, took by ſome for the ancient Forum 
Voconii. It ſtands on a Plain, near the Conflu- 
ence of 2 ſmall Rivers, call'd Albans and Leiſſe, 
the former of which ſends ſeveral Streams quite 
thro it. "Twas taken by the French in 1690. 
and reſtor'd by the Treaty of Turin in 1696. but 
the French have again ſeiz'd it in 1703. tho? tis 
not likely that they can hold it long : However, 
the Savoyards attack d it in vain, Apr. 13. 1704. 

11. Montmelian, 8 or 10 Miles S. E. of Cham- 
bery, a ſmall, but ſtrong Place, on the W. ge

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vers the Head of an almoſt inacceſſible Moun- 
tain. It ſtands on a Rock, which has a large 
Well cut out in it, to furniſh the Garriſon with 
freſh Water.

I: is wonderfully fertile, compared with Sa- 
v, very populous, and well water'd, abounding 
in Corn, Wine Fruit, Veniſon, Cattle, Hemp, 
Minerals, Sc. It contains, beſides Baronies 
and Lordſhips, 15 Marquiſates, 42 Earldoms, 
and 160 Caſtles or Walled Places. The chief 
City of the whole is Turin.

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Aouſt was call'd by the Ancients Auguſta Aoutt. 
Pretoria, from a Collony (as ſome alledge) ſent 
thither by Auguſtus, and'twas there that Auguſtus 
had a Triumphal Arch erected for him, in Me- 
mory of the Victory he obtain d over the Peo- 
ple of the 4/ps. It ſtands on the N. Corner of 
Italy, adjoining to Switzerland, in th Valley of 
Aouſte, and is a ſtately W City. The whole 
Dutchy of this Name came to the Houſe of 
Savey by Amadeo II. his Marriage to the Heireſs 
of Suſa, who likewiſe brought with her the 
Marquiſate of Suſa and the Territory of Turin. 
This Duke of Savy's 2d Son is ſtyl'd Duke of 
Aouſt. Belides 4ouſt and Bardo, we meet with Bardo. 
nothing in this Dutchy but inconſiderable Vil- 
lages, ſuch as Briſogne, 4 Miles S. of Aouſt ; 
and Chaſtil/on, 11 Miles S. E. of it. 1 

The Territory of Beila is generally reckopid 3151. 
part of the Lordſhip of Vercelli; and the Town 
which gives Name to it ſtands at the Foot of the 
Mountains. Maſſeran is ſeated on a Hill in the Mer. 
Confines of Milan, and gives Name to a ſmall 
Principality, the Princes of which are Vaſſals 
to the — The later Princes are of the Houſe 
of Ferrera. 

Vercelli ſtands on the W. Side of the Seſſia, p,,ceqz. 
upon the Contines of Milan, about 10 or 12 
Miles above the Confluence of that River with 
the Po, and 18 Miles E. in by N. of Verue. It 
belong'd formerly to Milan, but was given to 
Amadeus III. D. of Save as a Dowry with Blanch, 
the Daughter of Philip Maria, Duke of Milan. 
*Tis well fortified, and defended with a Caſtle 
and Cittadel. The Garriſon of this Place fal- 
8 out Apr. 18. 1704. and ſurpriʒ d the French 
Farriſon at, Oleggio, a Neighbouring Frontier

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in that Part of Milan call'd the Novareſe, ſtand- 
ing upon the River Ticino. Santhia, another 
Town in the ſame Lordſhip, is famous for the 
Death of the Great Francs d Eſte, Duke of Mo- 
dena. In a Corner of this Lordſhip, that ſhoots 
in between the Canave/e, or Ivrea, and the Ter 
ritory of Trino in Montferrat, we have CreſeenÞ 
tino, at a ſmall Diſtance from the Po, over 
againſt Verue, When the French over- run Tri 
no in 1704. the Duke of Save retir'd to Cre 
ſcentino. 5 

Forea is a Place of great Importance to the 
D. of Savey, being a conſiderable Fortification, 
defended with a Caſtle and a Cittadel. Chi- 
vaſſo ſtands upon the River Orco, near its Con- 
fluence with the Po, about 12 Miles below 
Turin. N 

Verue, is a ſtrong Fortihcation, ſeated upon the 
Po, over-againſt Creſcentino (with which it has 
now a Bridge of Communication) upon the 
very Confines of Montferrat. It ſtands 18 Miles 
W. in by S. from Vercelli, 18 Miles almoſt W. of 
Caſal, 11 Miles W. in by S. from Trino, and 
19 Miles E. of Turin : Of late *tis fortified by 
new Lines round it. All theſe Fortreſſes are 
ſill in the Hands of the D. of Savoy, who has 
lately repair'd them: But Aſti was unfortunate- 
ly ſeiz d by the French in 70 25 This Aſti ſtands 
on the River Tenara, 25 Miles almoſt E. of Tu- 
rin, upon the Confines of Mentferrat. It be- 
long'd formerly to the Dutchy of Milan, but 
the Emperor Charles V. gave it to the Duke of 
Savoy. It conſiſts of a City, a Borough, a Fort, 
a Caſtle and a Cittadel, all well fortified. In 
the Dutchy of 4/5 we meet with St. Damiano, 
upon the very Borders of Montferrat, 10 _— 
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Borders of Piedinont, properly fo call'd, lying 
17 Miles W. of Aſti. 


Years ago was call'd the French Piedmont, con- 
taining Pignerol, Perouſe, Briqueras, &c. For by 
the Treaty of Turin, in 1696. twas reſtor d to the 
D. of Save, notwithſtanding the Ceſſion that 
Victor Amadeo I. had made to Lewis XIII. of 
France. | 
The Metropolis of all this Country is Turin, 
or Torino, anciently Auguſta Taurinorum, as be- 
ing the head City of tne Taurini, once the In- 
habitants of this Tract, Tis ſituated in a Plain 
by the Foot of the Hills, upon the Banks of the 
River Po, which here begins to be navigable. 
It is no very large Place, but, by reaſon the 
Duke uſually keeps his Courr here, 'tis very rich 
and populous, and is of great Strength, being 
built almoſt ſquare, and hath 4 Gates for En- 
trance. It is much ſtrengthen'd by an excel- 
lent Cittadel, with 5 Baſtions, ſtanding at the 
Back of the Town, and ſerving as well to bridle 
as defend it. The old Buildings of the Town 
are not better than our Engl:/b Towns; but 
there is one large Street of new Buildings, tall 
and uniform, and about the midſt of it a large 
ſquare Piazza, having on each Side a fair Cloi- 
ſter, very handſome and ſightly. It is an Uni- 
verſity, and boaſts of the firſt Uſe of Printing 
in Tah. Nigh to the City is a Park of the 
Duke's, 6 Miles in Circuit, full of Lakes, Wood 
and — Fountains, which makes it one o 
the ſweeteſt Situations in Europe. The Caſtle 
where the Court was kept in former Times is

As for Piedmont, properly ſo call'd, we now French 
include under that Name that which a few Piedmont.

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an irregular old Building, with a dry Ditch 


round it : But the preſent Duke lives in a new 
Palace, the Deſign and Architecture of which is 
very magnificent. The Churches are all won- 
derful fine, and, beſides all the orher ſtately 
Buildings, there are 2 of a diſtinguiſhing Aſpect, 
namely, a large Hoſpital, and an Academy for 
Exerciſes. Notwithitanding the great Strength 
of this Place, twas taken by the French in 1640. 
but the new Fortifications have made it much 
ſtronger than it was then. It lies 19 Miles E. 
of Pignerol, 28 Miles almoſt W. of Ali, and 20 
Miles W. S. W. of Verue. 

Chieri is adorn'd with many er Churches, 
fair Convents, and noble Houſes. Before it fell 
into the Hands of the D. of Savoy *twas a con- 
ſiderable free Town. 2 Miles S. E. of Chieri is 
Ra. In the Territories of Cheraſco we have the Ci- 
ty of that Name, famous for a Treaty betwen

ſome Springs in its Neighbourhood. To theſe add 


LaCiſterna, which lies 16 Miles N. in by E. of che- 


Cont is a ſtrong 
Town and Caſtle, built on a Hill at the Conflu- 
ence of the River Stura and Ges. The Frenth took 
it in 1641. and attempted it again in 1691. but 
without Succeſs. Mondovi ſtands on a Hill, at the 
Foot of the Appennines, and was once a Part of 
Montferrat. Tis call'd, Mondi, Mondevi, Mon- 
dovi and Mondevs, and in Latin, Mons Vici, 
Mons Reals, This City has a noble Caſtle; 
and is very ſtrong, and for Largeneſs and Po- 
pulouſneſs is the 2d of Piedmont. It ſtands to-

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the Dutchy of Montferrar, 2 Miles from the 
River Tanaro, 15 Miles E. of Caneo, and 18 8. 
of Alba. Heretofore it had an Univerſity, 
which is ſince remov'd to Turin. Twas made 
a Biſhop's See in 1388. at the Requeſt of Theo- 
dorus II. Marqueſs of Montferrat, of which it 
was then apart. Pope Pius V.. was Biſhop of 
this Place, when he was choſen Pope. "Tis 
likewiſe famous for a Cathedral, founded by 
Charles Emmanuel I. Duke of Savoy, in which they 
retend to preſerve a miraculous Image of the 
Bleſſed Virgin. The People that live in the 
Territory of Mondovi are a fort of Banditi, who 
rebell'd againſt the Duke of Savoy in 1699. and 
were ſuppreſsd with ſome Dithculty. Ceva Cevs. 
was formerly a Marquiſate upon the Confines 
of Final. 74 | 
Suſa is a Marquiſate running along by the Saſz. 
Foot of the Alps, in the ordinary Thorough- 
Fare betwixt France and Italy. was one of 
| the 7 Marquiſates erected by Ocho TIT. and was 
| honour'd in ancient Times with a ſtately Se- 
5 pulchre of K. Coctiu, a King of the Alobroges, 
| whence: came the Name of Alpes Cectiæ. The 
City is commanded by Mountains, and is not 
| above 3- Miles off Dauphiny. The French took 
it in 1630. and fortihed it ſtrongly with a Caſtle 
| upon a Rock, but afterwards reſtor'd it. They 
g took it again in 1690. but ſurrender d it by the 
Peace of Turin in 1696. However, they have 
inveſted it now again May, 1704. There is 
no other Town of Note in this Marquiſate. 


1  Pignerol is the Name of a Country, or Go- 
. vernment, that was once call'd, French Pied- 
mont, but being deliver'd to Savoy in 1696. is 


now reckon'd part of Piedmont properly 6 
call'd.

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Pignerol. call'd. Here we meet with the Towns of Pig- 


nerol, Perouſe and Brecheraſco. The firſt ſtands 
at the Foot of the Alps upon the River Chieſe, 
upon the Confines of Lucern and Dauphiny. Be- 
fore its late Surrender to the D. of Savoy, twas 
one of the ſtrongeſt Forts in Europe, and its 
Caſtle commanded all the adjacent Valleys. 
Cardinal Richelieu took it in 1630. and by a 
Treaty concluded at Cheraſco in 1631. the Duke 
Victor Amadeus ſold it and Perouſe (making in all 
10 or 12 Villages or Towns) to the French, in 
Conſideration of a Sum of Money, and the City 
of Alba in Montferrat. The preſent Duke laid 
— — to it in 1693. but was forced to riſe from 
before it, upon which inſued the bloody Battel 
of Orbe ſſan, fought in Octob. 16 3. Had the 
French continued in Poſſeſſion of it, it might 
have prov'd a ſevere Bridle upon Savoy, for it 
afforded the French a commodious Paſs from 
France to Italy on all Occaſions ; but by the 
Treaty concluded at Turin in 1696. *twas diſ- 
mantled, and deliver'd to the Savcyard. Pe- 


. rouſe underwent the ſame Revolutions with Pig- 


nerol, It ſtands at the Foot of the Alps, 4 Miles 


N. of Pignerol, and gives Name to an adjacent 


Valley. Brecheraſco is placed by ſome in the 
8 of Lucern, It ſtands about 4 Miles S. 
W. of Pignerol, and 2 Miles N. of Lucern. It 
was taken and fortified by the French in 1592. 
and retaken afterwards by the Savoyard;. 

Lucern 1s the Country commonly call'd, The 
Valleys of the Vaudois, whom the D. of Savoy has 

ſecuted with ſo much Vigour.

The Inhabitants of 
this Country are ſaid to derive their Name Vau- 
don from one Vaud, a Merchant of Lyons, who in 
1160. began to diſcover the Errors of the 
Church of Rome, and having form'd a Party, 
fied with them to the Valleys of Piedmont. They 
underwent a miſerable Perſecution in 1688, and 
having fled to Switzerland, form'd there a Body . 
in 1689. and invaded Savey. In the Year 1690. 
they were recall'd, and reſtor d to their Privi- 
leges, by the Mediation of Miliam III. of Eng- 
land. But after the Treaty concluded at Turm 
in 1696. the Duke of Savoy renew'd his former 
Severity. till the Year 1703. in which he en- 
couraged them to take up Arms to oppoſe the 
Incroachments of the F euch. b 
In the Territory of Scvigliano, which lies be-

This Town, which is the moſt 
Weſtern of any Note in 1taly, was built at 
firſt by the Marfilians in Comemoration of a 
Victory over the Ligurii. Then it became ſub- 
ject to the Kings of Burgundy, and afterwards to 

the Counts of Provence, from whom it dropp'd 
into the Hands of Savoy, as above. In 1538. 
Pope Paul III. had an Interview here with Fan- 
cn I. K. of France, and the Emperor Charles V. 
at which they agreed to a Truce of 10 Years. 
"Tis a Place fo naturally ſtrong, that in 1545. 
when its Fortifications were but ordinary, the 
Caſtle held out againſt the French, in Con- 
junction with the Turks, commanded by Barba- 
roſa. Tis beautified with à near Cathedral,

N Oneferrat, alias, Montisferrat and Mons Fer- 
ratus, has on the E. Milan, and a little of the 
State of Genoua, on the W. and N. Piedmont, and 
on the S. the State of Genoua. It is in Length 62 
Miles, and in Breadth 48. Tis divided from the 
Dominions of Genoua, and comprehends moſt of 
the Country, call d, Liguria Ciſappennina. 

This Country is very Hilly, and ſeems to be 
nothing but a continual Heap of Mountains; 
tor here are Mountains of ſuch wonderful 

ruitfulneſs, that they will hardly give place 
to any Valley in Europe, and ſome think it had 
its Name 4 Feracitate, from its Fertility. The 
chief Town is Caſal. 

Twas honour'd with the Title of a Duke- 
dom in 1 850 In 1535. it came to the Houſe of 
Mantua, by the Marriage of Margaret, Daugh- 
ter of Boniface, the laſt Earl of Montferrat, who 
was of the Family of the Paleologi. Formerl 
the Territory of Canaveſe was part of it, whic 
by the Treaty of Cheraſco in 1631. was granted 
to the Duke of Savoy, together with that part of 
Moneferrat that lies N. of the Po, upon the Con- 
fines of Piedmont, And in 1681. the Duke 
of Mantua fold Cajal to the Frenc» King. So 
that now Montferrat (excluding Sp:izno) is di- 
yided between 3 Proprietors.

The State of Genoua. 


TH E State of Genoua is a Sea-Province, on 
the S. of Monferrat and Milan, being a great 
Part of the Old Liguria, lying on the Tyrrbenian, 
Sea. It includes not only the Coaſts belonging 
to that Republick, bur all the Country near the 
Coaſt, extending from Monaco on the W. to 
Lune Diſtrutha on the E. about 155 Miles all 
along the Coaſt, with the Breadth of about 30 
Miles. It makes as twere Two Wings, in the 
Middle of which ſtands Genoua, and the Wing 
to the W. is call'd, Riviera di Ponant,or the We- 
ſtern Coaſt, as that to the E. is call d, Riviera 
di Levant, or the Eaſtern Coaſt. Some include 
in the Weſtern Coaſt Nice, and the Principality 
of Oneglia, both which are deſcrib'd above. 
As for the Bounds of the State of Genoua, it 
has the Mediterranean or Tyrrhenian Sea on the S. 
Nice and Piedmont on the W. the D. of Florence 
on the E. and the D. of Parma, Milan and Mon- 
ferrat on the N. That part of it which lies 
next the Sea, is wonderfully fruitful by Nature, 
and much * by Art and Induſtry. The 
Coaſt ſhews ſo many Villages and fine Cities, 


| eſpecially towards Genoua, that one may take it 


for one continued City. The Republick is go- 
vern' d under a Duke (that's chang d every I wo 


Years) and Two Senates or Councils. Former- 
ly it had many Iſlands under it in the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, but now it has only Corſica and Ca- 
praia.

\ Maſters of all the Coaſt of Aſia, as well as of the 


Iſlands of Cyprus, Scio, Lesbos, &c. Whereas now 
they have no Iſlands but Capraia, and that of 
Corfica, which bears the Title of a Kingdom; 
and upon the Account of which their Doge 1s 
crown d with a Crown of Gold, and has aScepter 


in his Hand, at his Inſtallment. And as for their 


Dominions upon the Continent, they have but 
this narrow Slip of a Country that lies now be- 
fore us, and after you leave the Shore but a few 


Miles, ſhews only barren and impracticable 


Mountains. Nay, even of this Country, ſome 
Parts do belong to other Potentates; particular- 
ly Monaco to a Prince of its own ; Oneplia to 
the D. of Savoy; and Final to the K. of Spain. 
Ever ſince the Bombardment of Genoua in 1684, 


the French King has kept em ſo much in Awe, 


that they have not dared either to increaſe their 
Galleys (which are but Five) nor build new 
Forts. Indeed, upon the Mountains adjacent 
to Genoua, they have Fortifications that are be- 
liev'd to extend 25 Miles. From the Expence 
they have been at in theſe, and making their 
Two Moles, — the New one, it may 
be ſeen they'll ſpare nothing neceſſary for their 
publick Safety and Service. The Revenue of 
the Republick is only 1200000 Crowns, but 
they are much in Debt. They maintain about 
4000 Troops. The Number of their Subjects 
is eſteem'd to be 330000, which they compute 
thus: In the City of Genoua 80000 Souls; in * 

N Vil- 
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Villages and Cities on the W. 120000 ; and on 
the E. 100000; in the the Iſland of Cſica, 
100000. They have lately caſt ſome new Cul. 
verines of a prodigious Length, and imploy'd 
ſome French Refugves, and others, in making em 
Bombs for their future Defence. | 

The Daminions of Genoua upon the Conti- 
nent are fo mountainous, that they afford but 
very little Bread- Corn; but their Want of 
arable Lands is ſupply'd by the Sea and the fat 
Country:of Lombardy. They abound, however, 
with Wine, the beſt Oil, and fruitful Trees: 
And Corfics, which lies 100 Miles out at 
and 1s 400 Miles in Compals, is a plentifu 
Hand, abounding with good Wines and much 
Fruit. Upon this Iſland the Genoueſe have 2 
Forts, one at Calvi towards Genoua, and another 4 
at Boniface towards Sardinia. They have only 
150 Men in the former, and 200 in the latter.

Theſe are all the Places of any Note upon 
the Weſtern Coalt of the Dominions of Genoua. 
So we move next to the City of Genoua it ſelf, 
which commences the Eaſtern Coaſt. 

Genoua is a City of great Antiquity, ſtanding 
upon the Mediterranean Shore, 25 Miles E. N. 
E. from Savena, 62 Miles S. of Milan, and 80 


Miles S. E. of Turin. Twas fack'd by the Car- 


thaginians above 200 Years before Chriſt, and 
afterwards rebuilt by the Romans. In 935. it 
was burnt by the Saracens, and afterwards re- 
built with more Magnificence than before, by 
the Doge of Venice. After this it became more 


famous than ever by Navigation, Commerce 


and Wars, and in 1133. was dignified with the 


Title of an Archbiſhoprick, as a Reward for 
the Service their Fleets did in the Holy Wars 
againſt the Saracens, Thus they roſe to be very 
great, and extended their Conqueſts to a large 


mpaſs, till they fell into a War with the Ve- 
netians upon the Account of Creet, and that, 


in Conjunction with their own Civil Wars, and 


the Oppolition of the Turks, prov'd the Inſtru- 
ment of their Fall. In 1458. the Sovereignty of 


the State was made over to the K. of France, 

and continued in his Hands till the Impriſon- 

ment of Francs I. in 1528. After that it put it 

ſelf under the Protection of Spain, in Reſent- |

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ment of which the King of France bombarded 
it in 1684. and beat down the Doge's Palace, 
and many other ſtately Buildings; the melan- | 
choly Monuments of which Tragedy are yet to | 
be ſeen. The Palace is now again well repair d, 
and by good Luck, moſt of their publick Edi- 
hces, which in Effect are magnificent to the laſt 
Degree, eſcaped at that Juncture. Some pri- 
vate Perſons in this City are very rich, but the 
publick Treaſury is = low. 
| Genoua ſtands in the Form of a Theatre, at 
the Bottom of a lirrle Gulf, upon the Aſcent of 
an Hill, opening its Boſom to the Sea; ſo that 
the Port lies open, and affords but ordinary An- 
ö chorage. Tis fo full of ſtately and regular 
Buildings, Palaces, Churches, Hoſpitals, Mona- 
ſteries, Sc. that its proverbial Epithet in Italy 
| is, Genoua la Superba. The Situation of the 
Town is very inconvenient for Coaches, for 
| it lies upon a Deſcent, and the Streets are un- 
even Ad narrow, eſpecially in the lower Part - 
of the Town, where the Houſes are 6 or 7 Sto- 
| 8 high. In fine, it affords an admirable Pro- 
ect, and has a magnificent Suburbs, called, _ 
St. Pietro di Arena, where the Germans, under St. Pietro 
the Conduct of General Viſconti, halted in 1703.

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End to the Kingdom of the Lombard. It con- 
tinued under his Family and the Emperors of 
Germany till 1161. that Barbaroſſa raz d it to the 
Ground. In 1221. it ſhook off the Imperial 
Yoak, and became a Republick. In 1277. it 
fell under Viſcounts tributary to the Emperor, 
the 8th of whom was made a Duke in 1395. 
The Marriage of a Daughter of this firſt Duke 
to Lewa, Duke of Orleans, furniſh'd the French 
with Pretenſions to claim a Title to the Dutchy, 
which they came to poſſeſs by Conqueſt in 1501. 
Maximilian the Emperor retriev d it out ot the 
French Hands in 1513. and his Brother Francs 
ſucceeded as Duke of it in 1519. Francs I. K. 
of France, took it again, and loſt it in 1521. 
And at laſt Francs being taken Priſoner, re- 
nounced all Pretenſions to Milan, by the Peace 
of Chambray in 1529. And upon the Death of 
Francs Sforza, the then Duke, which happen'd 
in 1535. twas by Charles V. united for ever to 
the Crown of Spain, under which it is ſtill, and 
feudarory to the Emperor; but at preſent in 
the Poſletiion of the Duke of An ou. 

The Soil is extreamly fruitful, plain, well 
water'd. very full of People, and conſequent!

Souls. Twas built by the Gaul 357 Years be- 

fore Chriſt, and conquer d by the Romans about 

186 Years after, from whom it rebell'd 2 the 

eco 
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ſecond Pwnich War, and was not reduc'd with- 
out the Lofs of 6000 of its Inhabitants. After 
its Converſion to Chriſtianity, *twas variouſly 
ecuted by the Arian Princes, and ſoon after 
poil'd by the H:ms, and at laſt came into the 
Hands of the Lombards. From thence down- 
wards it ſuffer d the ſame Fate with the Dutchy, 
of which above. In hne, it has encounter'd the 
repeated Shocks of War and Peſtilence. 22 
times has it been taken, and 40 times beſieged ; 
Barbaroſſa raz d it to the Ground, and no Cruel- 
ty can be thought of that it did not feel; and 
yet, after all theſe Diſaſters, tis at this Day one 
of the fineſt, moſt beautiful, and moſt populous 
Cities in Europe. Not to mention the ſeveral 
Councils that have render'd it famous, the beau- 
tiful Structures that adorn it, the famous Am- 
broſian Library, Sc. tis guarded with a Citta- 
del, thats a regular Hexagon, well lin'd and 
ſtored with Cannon, and ſurrounded with a 
t Ditch and Counterſcarp. But in regard 

its Situation is our chief Buſineſs, I ſhall only 
ſtay to mention one Obſervation, namely, That 
it contains 72 Convents of Women; That its 
Religious Perſons of both Sexes are computed 
ro be 25000; That the Women are Six to One 
more numerous than the Men, inſomuch, that 
(if you'll believe what the Inhabitants conh- 
dently aver) for ſeveral Years after Milan came 
under the _ there was not known a 
Male Child born in the City; and in the Great 
Domo there is now to be ſeen a great Sconce 
of Braſs holding 28 Lamps, which was a Voto 
of a certain noble Lady to the Virgin Mary for 
a Son, where the Lamps have burnt conſtantly

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Houſe of Efte, when they were Dukes of Fer- 
rara, by way of Conſignment, for the Payment 
of 10000 Crowns a Year to the Pope, Anno 1304. 
Tis famous for a School or Univerſity erected 
here, Anno 1200. to which Ao prov'd a mighty 
Ornament, being at that time call'd from Bo- 
logne-to Modena, upon the Conſideration of 100 
Marks of Gold. It ſtands on a Plain upon the 
River Secchia. A little above Modena the Secchia 
divides into 2 Branches, one of which, being 
the greateſt, runs 4 Miles W. of Modena. Bur 
there are 2 other Branches, one of which runs 
under the Walls, and the other thro” the City, 
and a little beneath the City unite, and fall into 
the Panaro. This City is naturally ſtrong by 


its Situation; but its Fortifications are ſaid to 


be neglected. In the Time of the Romans *twas 
a Colony of great Strength and Repuration, and 
render'd famous by a bloody Battel, in which 


Hirtius and Parſa, the 2 Conſuls, were {lain, 


A. D. 711. Brutw being then beſiged in this 
Place by Mark Antony, Upon the ſame River, 
and in the fame Dutchy lies Baſtia, 20 Miles 
N. N. E. of Modena, near the Junction of that 
River with the Panaro, and juſt upon the 
Borders of the Territories of the Church. 
The chief Town of Corſica goes by the ſame 
Name.

Tis now a Place of Strength, and in 
the Hands of the French, as well as moſt of 
this Dutchy ; for tho” it receiv'd a German Gar- 
riſon in 1701. yet it was forced to ſurrender to 
the French in 1703.

Kingdom. After that one of the Family of 
the Gouzagua's was made Marqueſs of Mantua 
in 1431. and in 1530. Charles V. made the Mar- 
uiſate a Dukedom. The pgeſent Duke de- 
cended of the fame Family, is now under 
the Protection of the Houſe of Bourbon, tho 
otherwiſe feudatorv to the Emperor. He uſed 
to keep a Guard of goo Men. Part of Mont- . 
ferrat is ſubject to this Duke, but he has fold 
ſome of it to the King of France. 
The Country abounds with Corn, Cattel and Soil.

Miles S. of Verona, and 67 E. of Milan. Tis 
a very ancient City, ſaid to be built 760 Years 
before Rome, and inhabited by the Cenomanni. 
The Lake or Marſh upon which it ſtands is 
made by the Mincio, which falls into the Po a- 


bout 15 Miles lower to the S. E. Being en- 
1 compaſs d 
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compaſs d with this great Lake, tis eſteem'd 
one of the ſtrongeſt Towns in rah by Nature, 
its Fortihcations added by Art being only an or- 
dAnary Wall and a Cittadel. Notwithſtanding 
this its natural Strength, the Imperialiſts took it 
in 1630. after which they reſtor'd it again to 
the Duke of Mantua, and block'd it up again in 
1702. but without Succeſs. The City is large, 
and has many handſome broad Streets, well 
built, and ſeveral Piazza's, with Marble Pillars 


round 'em. The Buildings are moſt arch'd, 


and pav'd under the Arches with Brick and 
broad Stone, which is very convenient for walk- 
ing. Here live many Perſons of Honour in 
noble Palaces, and above 600 Coaches are to be 
ſeen in the City. In the great Heats of Sum- 


mer the Air is reckon'd unhealthy and infeQi- 


ous, by reaſon of the ſtagnating Water. The 
Duke's great Palace is very ſpacious, ſaid to 
contain F550 Rooms, and to be capable to lodge 
5 Princes, beſides the Duke himfelf. The 
Furniture of the Rooms is very rich. The 
Hall of Antiquities is full of curious Rarities : 
. The Stables are remarkable both for the Archi- 
tecture and the Number of fine Horſes kept in 
them. Beſides this, the Duke has 7 or 8 Coun- 
oy Seats, which are all very lovely Palaces.

14 Miles S. of that you have 
Rodoldeſco, a Town that ſtands upon a ſmall 
River, which runs into the O2/io 2 Miles 
lower, at a Place call'd Marcaria. 4 Miles W. 
of Rodoldeſco, ſtands Caneto, upon the Borders 
of the Cremone e, on the N. Side of the Oglio.

The Breſciano lying between the Lake di Iſeo 
on the W. and the Lake di Garda on the E. is 
bounded on the N. by the Valteline and the 
County of Tirol, on the W. by Bergamaſco, from 
which tis ſever'd by the River Oglio and the 
Lake J1/eo; on the S. by the Cremoneſe, in the 
State of Milan and on the E. by part of the 
Dutchy of Mantua and the Veroneſe, or the Lake 
di Garda, Tis a great fertile Country, former- 
ly ſubje& to the D. of Milan, but annex'd to 
he Territories of Venice above 200 Years 
ago.

Fifteen Miles S. S. W. of the Town of Breſcia Orcbi. 


you ſee Orchi Vecchi, or the old Orchi, near 
which is Orchi nuovi, a Place of conſiderable 
Strength upon the Confines of the Dutchy of 
Milan, near the River Oglio, which taking its 
Courſe from the Lake Je, the W. — 
of this Territory, ſeparates the Breſciano from 
Milan, and falls into the Po a little above Borgo- 
forte in the Mantueſe. About 10 or 12 Miles down 


the Oglio you have another Frontier, call'd Ponte Ponte Vico 


Vico, diſtan 17 Miles E. from Breſcia. 18 Miles 
S. E. of Breſcia ſtands Aſola, a Frontier on the 
Mantueſe Side, near the Chicſe River, which 
falls into the Oglio upon the Frontiers of 
Milan, not far from its Confluence with the Po. 

Miles E. of Breſcia is Monte Chiaro, near the 
River Chieſe, about 7 Miles from the S. End of 
the Lake di Garda. 4 Miles more N. and near 
the Lake, you have Lonato; and 12 N. of 


that is Salo, ſtanding on the W. Side of the Sal. 


Lake between Breſcia and Trent. 
Directing our Courſe 13 Miles W. from 


Breſcia, we came at Chiari, a Place famous for a Cbiari. 


Victory obtain'd by the nperialiſts over the 
French and Spaniards in 1701. 3 Miles W. of 


that is Ponte Oglio, where there is a Bridge p 
over that River; and about 3 Miles N. or oglio, 


the River from the Place laſt mention'd ſtands 
Pala xx uolo. Adyancing "IR thence Northwards 
4 4 ta 
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to the Lake 4 Iſec, we find a Town called by 
Iſeo. that Name, ſituated on the S. E. Corner of 
the Lake. 

The Breſciano being thus diſpatch'd, we croſs 
the Lake di Garda, directing our Courſe E. and 
ſo come at the Veroneſe, bounded on the N. by 
the Biſhoprick of Trent, on the W. by the Lake 
di Garda and the Breſciano, on theS. by Mantua, 
and on the E. by the Vicentino and Paduano, 2 
other Territories of Venice, The Soil is fertile, 
and well water'd. "T'was anciently a Roman 
Colony, and, after ſome Revolutions, fell into 
the Hands of the Houſe of Eſte, and in Proceſs 
of Time into thoſe of the D. of Milan, from 
whom the Venetians, the preſent Poſſeſſors, ob- 
tain'd it in 1403. 

Verona, - Verona, the chief Town, ſtands upon the Ri- 
ver Adige, over which it has 4 Bridges and 3 
Caſtles, 2 of which, call'd St. Phelix and St. Pe- 
ter, command the Town. It ſhews ſtill the no- 
ble Amphitheatre for which *rwas ſo much fam'd, 
as well as for being the Birth Place of the Poet 
Catullus; and is an Epiſcopal See, under the Pa- 
triarch of Agquileia. It lies 44 Miles S. of Trent, 
42 Miles E. of Breſcia, and 22 Miles N. of 
Mantua. . | 

Twenty T'wo Miles W. in by N. of Verona 

ſtands Garda, upon the E. Side of the Lake of 

the ſ:me Name, and juſt by it to the South- 

ward is Rocca, upon the ſame Side of the Lake. 
Deſcending from thence 8 Miles to the S. you 

come to the S. E. Point of the Lake, on which 

Peſchiers. ſtands Peſchiera,a noted and well fortified Town. 

Marching from thence along the Mincio for a- 

bout 6 Miles, you come at Manzanbano, a | 
Place of ſome Note, and 3 or 4 Miles lower, | 
upon 


Peroneſe, 
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upon the ſame River, you have Valeggio, a 
ſmall Place. | 
If you purſue the Adige for about 25 Miles 
down to the S. E. you come at Porto, a Town 
upon that River, and a Mile lower Legnago, im- 
roperly taken by ſome for Liniacum ; and be- 
ow that a Place call'd Carpi, and yet lower Cape 


Baldo, near the Frontiers of the Frrareſe. If 


you return again to Verona, and look up the Ri- 
ver, or 11 Miles N. W. you'll ſpy Ch:vi/a, or 


Chiuſa, about 6 Miles E. of Garda, a Fortreſs Chiuſe, 


upon the River Adige, at the Foot of a high 


Rock, with a Paſſage leading to it cut out of 


the ſame Rock, on the other Side of which is 
a Precipice, the Battom whereof is waſh'd by 
the River Adige. 


The Biſboprict of Trent. 


ON the N. of the Vereneſe we fall in with the Biſhop- 
— Biſhoprick of Trent, which is about 70 rick of 
Miles long, and 50 Miles broad, being divided Trem. 


into Two by the Adige, which runs thro' it

from N. to 8. Tis bounded on the N. by Tyrol, 


on the W. by the Gri/ons Country, and part of 


the B. ſciano, on the S. by the Breſciano and | 


the Veroneſe, and on the E. by the other Ter- 


ritories of Venice. Twas anciently a Part of 


Lombardy,tho' ſome chooſe now to throw it into 
Germany, upon the Account that the Biſhop of 
Trent, to whom this Country is ſubject, pays 
Homage to the Emperor, as Count of Tyrol, 
For Lodewick, Son to the Duke of Bavaria, 
and Count of Tyre/, took the Biſhop of Trent 
Priſoner, and he dying without Iſſue, his Wi-

Roveredo. Roveredo, a fortifi 
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dow gave the County and its Appendages to the 


Houſe of Auſtria. 

The only River of Note in the Trentine is the 
Adige, which flowing from Tyrol, waſhes Poſen 
and Trent, and pailing to the W. of Roveredo, 
repairs to the 1 of Venice, and fo to 
the Sea. The chief Towns in it lie thus. 

Trent, the head Town of this Biſhoprick 
ſtands upon the River Adige, 37 Miles almo 
N. of Verona, in a fruitful Valley in the midſt of 


very ſteep Mountains. Twas formerly an Im- 


perial City, bot is now ſubject to its own Biſhop 
as to the Revenue, bur to the Emperor as to the 
head Sovereignty. This Biſhop is a Prince of 
the Empire, and Suffragan to the Patriarch of 
Aquileia, The City is but ſmall, but render'd 


very famous by 'a Council held here, which 


began in 1546. and was not ended till 1563. 
Tis a Place naturally ſtrong, and was in vam 
bombarded by the French in 1703. It owes its 
Name Tridentum to 3 Torrents about it, that 
fall down from the Neighbouring Mountains. 
In the S. End of the Town, which is next to 
Italy, the Inhabitants ſpeak Lali an, and in that 
End which lies towards Germany, they pang the 
German Language: And the ſame Difference is 
obſervable in their Habits. 

Twenty Five Miles N. from Trent, and 
near the Conhnes of Tyrol, ſtands Pozen, called 
by the I-alians, Bolzano, a Place of good Trade, 
and pleaſantly ſituated upon the Adige. Tho? 
it lies in the Dioceſs of Trent, tis not ſubject to 
that Biſhop, but to the Counts of Tyrol. 11 Miles 
S. of Trent, and 25 Miles N. of Verona, we ſee 

Town, at a ſmall Diſtance 
from the E. Side of the Adige.

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If you direct your Courſe from Trent towards Drene. . 
the Lake di Garda, you'll ſee Drena, a fortified | 
Caſtle upon the Mountains, near the E. Side of 
the River Sarca, and 13 Miles S. W. of Trent. 

A Mile more to the S. on the W. Bank of the 
ſame River, you have Arch, or 4 Arco, a ſtrong Aco. 
and well fortified Town and Caſtle, 14 Miles S. 

W. of Trent. 2 or 3 Miles more to the S. upon 

the very Head of the Lake di Garda, towards 

the W. Side, you ſee Riva, a Place of Strength Na. 
and Importance; and oppoſite to that, on the 

E. Side of the Lake, a little more to the S. is 
Torbole, a fortihed Place near the Confines of the Torbole. 
Veroneſe, All theſe Places of Strength in the 
Trentine were taken by the French, under the 
Conduct of the Duke of Vendoſme in 1703. but 

ſoon after abandon'd. ' 


A Delineation of Count Staremberg's mon- 
derful March thro the Enemy's Coun- 
try, from the Lower Lombardy to 
Piedmont. 


Hine thus diſpatch'd the 2 Seats of the 
War in Italy, and taken Care to join em 
as we went along, that ſothe Reader might have 
an united View of the Country, we ſhall now 
aſliſt the Reader yet further in tracing out 
Count Staremberg's ſurprizing March from Dec. 
24.1703. to Fan. 14. 1704. at the Head of be- 
tween 17000 and 18000 Imperial Troops, from 
the Seat of the War in Lower Lombardy to that 
in Piedmont, thro* a long Tra& of Ground poſ- 
ſeſs'd by his Enemies. This Marth runs from 
the Martueſe, thro Modena, Parma, Milan and 
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Montferrat, all the Way to Piedmont ; making a 
great deal more in Extent, than the following 
Computation amounts to, it being taken by 
the Scale in itrait Lines. 

He ſet out from Concordia in the Dutchy of 
Mirandula, retaining to the Modeneſe then in 
the Imp-rial Hands) 25 Miles S. E. of Mantua, 
and 6 Miles S. W. of Mirandola, ſtanding near 
the E. Bank of the Secchia. From thence he 
march'd 6 Miles S. to Cortile, a ſmall Place be- 
tween 2 Branches or Canals of the Secchia. In his 
March between Concordia and Cortile he had a 
ſmall Skirmiſh with the F euch, at a Place call'd 
Palaxxo. From Cortile he march'd 10 Miles S. to 
Campo Caiano, leaving Carpi on the Right. From 
thence 3 Miles N. W. ro St. Martino, an impor- 
tant Paſs. From thence 12 Miles W. in by N. 
leaving Regio on the Left, ro Colla, a ſmall. 
Place berween Reggio and Parma. Theſe Sta- 
tions are all in the Modeneſe. 

From Cola in the Modeneſe he march'd 29 
Miles W. in by N. to Borgo St. Domino, pal- 
ſing in this Journey within a Mile of Parma: 
From Borgo St. Domino 15 Miles W. to the Ri- 
ver Nura, at a ſinall Place upon it, known by 
the Name of Ponte de Nura: From thence 18 
Miles W. in by N. to Caſte! St. Giovanni, upon 
the W. Limits of Farma, and the Frontiers of 
the Milaneſe. In marching the laſt 2 Stations, 
he paſs'd within a Mile of Piacenza, which, in 
ſome printed Accounts of this March, is called 
by a Miſtake, Parma. Theſe Stations are all 
in the Dutchies of Parma and Placentia. 

From St. Giovanni in the Dutchy of Placentia 
| he march'd 9 Miles to Brone, in the Milaneſe, on 

| the S. Bank of the Po, near a ſmall River, call'd 
l 9 | paſa, 
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Verſa, and one Mile N. of a Caſtle, with a 
Tower, pretty well fortified, call'd Srradella, 
which he took, and defeated the Enemy. From 
Stradella he march'd 20 Miles W. in by S. to 
Voghera, a City in the Pavieſe, upon the River 
Staffora, 6 Miles S. of the Po. From thence 
16 Miles M. S. W. to St. Guiliano, a ſmall Place 
between the Servia and the Bormia 4 Miles 
W. of Tortona, and 9 Miles N. E. of Aleſſan- 
dria della Paglia: From thence 7 Miles S. in by 


W. to Boſco, a ſmall Place upon the River Or- 
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ba, about 2 Miles above its Confluence with , 


the Bormia : From thence 4 Miles W. in by S. 
to Caſtelazzo, where a doubtful Engagement 
happen'd with the Enemy, in which General 
Solari was kill d, and General Lichtenſtein mor- 
tally wounded. Some Accounts call this laſt 


Station Caſtelnovo; and. indeed, there is a Caſtel- 


novo 9 Miles more to the S. in the Territory of 

Acqui, in the Mantuan Montferrat ; but I take 
Caſtelaggio to be the right Place, lying between 
the Bormia and the Orba. Theſe Stations are 
in the State of M:lan. 


Leaving the State of Milan, he march'd by 


Acqui, and had a ſucceſsful Skirmiſh with rhe 
Garriſon of that Place, and join'd the $aveyards 
at Terzo. Not far from which is Canelli, upon 
the River Belbo, 30 Miles W. from Caſtelazzo, 
Here he join'd the Duke of Savoy in Person. 
Theſe Stations are in Montferrat, near the Con- 
fines of Piedmont, where they march'd into Win- 
ter Quarters, ſpreading themſelves all along 
the Frontier from Butgliera d Aſti, thro Villa- 
nova, Riva and Chiera, to Verue; and from thence 
over the Po S. E. to Creſcentino, Trino and Ver- 
celli. Of all which in their proper Places * 
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So we here take Leave of the Seats of the 
War in tab, being juſt arriv'd at the Skirts of 
thoſe in Germany, when we concluded our Ac- 
count of the Trentine but now.

How- 
ever, taking them apart, Tyro/ is bounded on 
the N. by the Circles of Bavaria and Swabia, 
on the W. by Switzerland, on the S. by the Gri- 
| ſons Country and the Trentine, and on the E. 
by the Venetian Territories and the Dutchy of 
Carinthia; being.in Length from E. ro W. 120 
Miles, and in Breadth frum N. to S. 60 Miles. 
'The Country is very mountainous, bur the Val- 
leys are very fruitful. It abounds with Mines. 
Being a Colony of the Romans, twas ſeiz d by 
the Princes of Bavaria upon the Fall- of that 
Empire; and Lodowick, Duke of Bavaria and 
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Count of Drol, dying without Iſſue, his Widow 

ſettled it upon the Houſe of Auffria; fo that 
the preſent Emperor is Hereditary Count of 
Tyrol. The Duke of Bavaria over-run it in 
1703. but ſoon after quitted all, but a Paſs cal- 
led Kuffftern. 

The Rivers are, the Þm, which riſing in the Rivers. 
Gri/ons Country, runs N. E. by Infprug and Hall, 
and thro” the Circle of Bavaria, to the Danube 
at Paſſaw. The Etſch, or Adige, which riſing 
here in the Mountains on the W. Side, runs 
thro the Trentine and the Territories of Venice; 
and the Eyſach, which riſing in the E. Parts, 
waſhes Brixen, and joins the Erſch at Bolzano in 
the Trentine. | 3 

"Tis divided into proper Tyrol, chief Towns Diviſion. 
Inſprug and Hall; the Biſhoprick of Brixen, 
chief Town Brixen; and the Counties of Bre- 
gent z, Ems, Montfort, Feldkirk, Pludents and 
Sonneberg : Chief Towns the ſame. The Towns 
lie in the following Order.

Nine Miles N. E. from thence we have Hall, Hal. 
upon the ſame River. famous for Sair Pits. b 
which it drives a good Trade. 22 Miles al 
S. from Inſprig is Tyrol, an ancient ſtrong Go Tyrok. 
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with a ſmall Town, that gave Name to the 
whole Country, being ſeared in a pleafant Val- 
ley. Ems, Montfort, Feldkirk, $ onneberg and Plu- 
dents, which give Name to 5 Counties, lie all 
in the W. Corner of the Country, at the Di- 
ſtance of between 60 and 70 Miles W. from 
Inſprug, near the Rhine, and between 12 and 20 
Miles S. of the Lake of Conſtance. B. egentz, 
which gives Name to the 6th County, lies in 
the N. W. Corner, at the E. End of the Lake of 
Conſtance, upon a River of the ſame Name with _ 
it ſelf. Twas here that the Marqueſs de Bar- 
beſieres, a French Lieutenant-Gencral was raken 
in a Peaſant's Habit in 1703. and refuſed the 
Benefit of the Cartel. 
Brixen. Thirty One Miles S. of g is Brixen, a 
ſmall City, the head Town of a Biſhoprick, de- 
dent upon the Empire, and formerly an 
mperial City.

Its firſt Inhabitants were call'd Vindelici, from 
the 2 Rivers Vindus and Lycus, now the Werd and 
the Leck. Upon the Declenſion of the Roman 
Empire twas pofleſs'd by the Boiarians, a Co- 
lony of the Boii, who were originally of Gaul, 
— by Corruption the Word Boiaria is now 
call'd Bavaria, and by the Natives Beyeren, (ſome 
derive the Word Bavaria from the Avari, who 
being outed of Pannonia, fix'd here.) Under 
the Boiarians twas govern'd by Kings, in 
whoſe Time twas conquer'd by Charlemaign, 
and annex'd to the French Empire, and after- 
wards diſmembred from the French Empire by 
Lews the Godly, and ſo given to the Kings of Ger- 
many. Upon the Death of Lews, the Son of Ar- 
nulph, the laſt of the direct Line of Charles the 
Great, the Bozarians, unwilling to become a 
German Province, choſe for their Head one A- 
nulph, of the Race of Charlemaign, who, to a- 
void the Reſentment of the Emperor and King 
of Germany, exchanged the Title of King for 
that 'of a Duke, and fo founded the preſent 
Houſe of the Dukes of Bavaria, about the Be- 


ginning of the Tenth Century. Albert IV. who 


came to be Duke about 1577. appear d a v 
forward Champion for the Church of Rome, A 
in Purſuance of that Zeal, his Grandſon Maxi- 
milian ſided with the Emperor Frederick II. in 
the 
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in the Wars of Germany, Anno 1620. and took 


upon him the Conduct of the Armies of that Em- 

eror, in Oppoſition to Frederick, Count and 

lector Palatine, choſen King of Bohemia; and 
having in that Poſt done great Service to the 
Romiſh and Imperial Intereſt, was inveſted by 
Ferdinand with the Electoral Dignity and the Pro- 
perty of the Upper Palatinare, call'd,The Pala- 
tinate of Bavaria, to diſtinguiſh ir from that of 
the Mine. Theſe Titles were afterwards con- 
firm'd by the Treaty of Munſter. 
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and Paſture; only the Country is full of Fo- 
reſts, repleniſh'd with very large Deer, wild 
Boars and Bears, and Mountains affording Cop- 
, and ſome Silver-Mines. and a fort of Mar- 
le Quarries. That Part of the Country call'd 
the Lower Bavaria, extending Northward and 
Eaſtward towards the Danube, is much more fer- 
tile and populous than that call'd the Upper, 
which ſhoots towards Swabia and the Alps.

It ſtands in 
Upper Bavaria, upon the River Iſer (which is 
here cover'd with a Bridge) 60 Miles N. from 
Inſprug in Tyrol, 70 Miles E. from Ulm, 40 
Miles S. from Ingo//tat, and 100 Miles W. from 


Lintz in Auſtria. It is adorn'd with a moſt mag- 


nificent and richly furniſh'd Palace, which in 
1675. ſuffer d ſomething by Fire, a ſumptuous 


great Church, a Jeſuirs Church and College, 
built with all rhe Splendor that can be, an ad- 


mirable Senate-Houſe, and many other fine 


Buildings. It ſtands in a ſweet delightful Spot 


of Ground, ſurrounded with charming Grotto's, 
Ponds, Rivulets, Gardens, and all the other In- 
ſtruments of Pleaſure. It was firſt founded by 
Duke Henry, at the Command of 0th» I. in 1462. 
and is now grown a populous large City, re-

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- pleniſh'd with rich Inhabitants, who trade con- 
{iderably, having the Advantage of 2 Yearly 
Fairs. Guſtavus Adolphus took it in 1632. and 
ſparing the Ducal Palace for its admirable 
rtucture, found in it 140 Braſs- Guns (belides 
other Pieces) hidden under Ground, one of © 
which was charged, inſtead of Powder and Shot, 
with 30000 Crowns in Gold; Such was the 
Exit of the Spoil that Duke Maximilian got in 
the Wars of Germany. The Library in the Du- 
cal Palace is ſaid ro contain 11000 Volumes, 
moſt of them Manuſcripts. Some ſay, Munich 
had its Name from Monachus, a Monk's Head 
being found in the Ground when the firſt Foun- 
dation was laid. 
Munich lies on the S. Side of Bavaria, towards 
the W. and in that Quarter we find, 11 Miles 
Schoſlarn. S. Schoſlarn, upon the ſame River Jer, about 
or 4 Miles W. of a ſmall Pool or Lake, call'd 
FWirmſee, from whence iſſues the River Firm 
which runs N. to the Amber.

ſtanding 8 Miles lower downthe Jer, and Frie- 
ingen (it ſelt) 14 Miles N. of Munich. This 
Frieſingen, anciently Fruxinum, ſtands upon a 
ſmall River call'd Meſach, juſt by its Contluence 
with the 1/er, being ſeated on the Declenſion of 
a Hill, in a very fertile Country. Tis a very 
ancient City, and was made an Epiſcopal See 


in 716. the Biſhop being Lord of this Territory | 


as well as of the County of Partenkirk, or War- 
denfels, mention'd above. In theſame Biſhoprick 
are Jen and Burckram,both about 15 Miles S. E. 
of Frieſingen. Upon the Contines of this Bi- 
ſhoprick we ſee Cranſperg 6 Miles almoſt N. of 
Frieſingen, belonging to the Elector of Bavaria, 
and ſtanding on the E. Bank of the Amber. Stri- 
king from thence up the River Amber, we come 
at Dachaw and Pruck, both on the W. Bank of the 
River, the one 11 Miles N. N. W. ant the o- 
ther 10 Miles W. in by N. of Munich. (There's 
another Pruck in Auſtria, near the Borders of 
Hungary.) 
Cain our Northern Journey within the 
Upper Bavaria, we find Fridberg between the 
Leck and the Par, about a League to the E. of 


Lews II. for a Bulwark againſt Aubing. Then 
come Altominſter, Weix, Eiſenhoven and Inderſ- 
dorf, lying between 22 and 17 Miles almoſt N. 
W. of Munich, near a ſmall River that joins the 
Amber at Cranſperg. On the N. W. Corner, near 
the Lech, we haye 4inling, Tierhaupten and Reins 
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all upon the ſmall River that runs from S. to 


N. within half a League of the E. Side of the 


Leck, and falls into the Danube near a Place 
call'd Schowfelt, which is but 20 Miles above 


4 Newburg to the W. The Place call'd Rain, 


that I mention'd but now, is famous for that 
memorable Battel fought in its Neighbourhood 
between the Swedes and Bavarians, in which 
Fohn, Count of Tily, ſo famous for his long and 
ſucceſsful Conduct of the Imperial Armies, was 
mortally wounded. 

Thirty 'Two Miles N.W. of Munich, we find 
Aichach, upon the River Par, and going down 
that River, we ſee it waſh Inchehoven, Knebach, 
Schrobenhauſen, Hockenwaert and Reichertillove, and 
a little lower fall into the Danube 2 Leagues be- 
low Inge//ſtat. About a League or better E. of 
this Confluence, we ſee the Danube receive ano- 
ther ſmall River, call'd the lim, upon which 
ſtand Gemsfelt and Paſſenhoven, the one 8 Miles 
E. S. E. and the other 16 Miles almoſt S. of

This Ingo//tat ſtands on the N. Side of the Ingolſtas. 


Danube, over which it has a fair Bridge, 43 


Miles almoſt N. of Munich, 11 Miles E. of New- 
burg, and 33 S. W. from Ratisbonne. It is ſaid to 
be built by a Tribe of the Suevi, call'd, Angeli, 
and to be called from thence Angelaſtadium. It 
was firſt made a City by Lews of Bavaria, Duke 
and Emperor, and was dignihed by Lews V. 
with an Univerlity, which boaſts of producing 
Bellarmin. Tis a Town ſtrongly fortified both 
by Nature and Art, and has a noble Caſtle with 
very ſtrong Walls, which enabled it to ſtand a 


powerful Siege of the Proteſtants in 1546. and 
to give the fil Check to the Progreſs of Guſt avis 
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Adolphus, who in 1632. lay down before it in 
vain. *Tis ſeated in a pleaſant fertile Country, 
and is truly a fair built City, juſtly reckon'd the 
ſecond of this Country. 

Keeping on the ſame Side of the Danube with 
Ingoltat, and ſtill within the Upper Bavaria, we 
have in View Gaimerſbeim, 4 Miles almoſt 
N. Re/ching, 7 Miles to the N. E. Altmanſtain, 
13 Miles to the N. E. Altmanſmunſter and Rei- 
tenburg, about 18 and 16 Miles to the N. E. 
both upon the River Airmul, which falls into 
the Danube 10 Miles below Phoring, another 
little Place in the ſame Diſtrict, lying 15 Miles 
below Ingol/tat. 

Croſſing the Danube again, we ſee on the 8. 
Side of it Abenſperg, Newjtat and Muncks, at the 
Diſtance of 23, 18 and 14 Miles E. of Ingo/ſtar. 
And thus we conclude our Account of Upper 
Bavaria. 

The Lower Bavaria lies on the E. Hand of 
Munich, and contains (under the Duke of Ba- 
varia) the 3 Territories of Strawbing, Landſchut 
and Burghauſen. Now, Strawbing, the head Town 
of the firſt, lies on the S. Side of the Danube, 
over which it has a Bridge, 66 Miles N. E. 
from Munich, and 30 Miles below Ratwbonne, 
not far from the Confines of the Palatinate of 


Bavaria. "Twas anciently call'd Auguſta Acilia, 


and Serviodurum, and was the Place of Reſidence 
for the Dukes. 13 Miles S. from Strawbingen 
ſtands Leonſperg, half a League from the N. 
Bank of the Jer. 20 Miles E of Strawbing is 
Deckendorf, on the N. Side of the Danube, over- 
againſt its Confluence with the River Iſer. 7 
Miles lower down, upon the ſame River, you 
have Hengerſperg, and 4 Miles below that 7 —

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Then leaving the Danube, and ſtriking N. E. 
(ſtill within the Territory of Serawbing) you 
have Schonberg, Gravenaw and Spieglaw, all 3 up- 
on a ſmall River call'd 1s, which falls into the 
Danube a little below Paſſaw.

Deſcending again South- 
ward, near the Confines of the Upper Palati- 
nate, you meet with Ning and Rambſperg, the 
one 24, the other 18 Miles N. in by E. of Straw- 
bing. 26 Miles E. N. E. of Strawbing we ſee Regen, 
ſtanding upon a River of the ſame Name, near 
its Head, which, after viſiting Ruemansfe/den 
and Mecbtach, (both in this Territory) enters 
the Upper Palatinate, and, after caſting a Com- 

aſs there, falls into the Danube at Rarisbonne. 

teering N. W. from Strawbing, we fall in with 
Wiſent and Thuaſtauff, both upon the N. Side of 
the Danube, the one 10, and the other 18 Miles 
higher up. Strikng N. from the Danube to- 
wards the Palatinate, you find Brenberg 16,

Ar the W. End of this Territory, upon the S.

1273. in which Earl Rodulpb was advanced to the 
Imperial Throne. After that the Hapsburg Family 
raiſed it ſelf wonderfully. Frederick, D. of Auſtria, 
dying without Male Iſſue, the Emperor Rodulph 
im'd it as a Fief of the Empire, together with 
Carniola and Carinthia, and gave it to his Son 
Albert, who brought in Tyrol, and ſeveral other 
Poſſeſtions in Swabia and Alſatia, by marrying 


the Earl of Tyres Daughter. Upon this Ac- 
ceſſion Albert was powertul enough to obtain the 
5 Crown. The Emperor Maximilian 
ded of him (at ſome Diſtance) who brought

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in the Netherlands, by marrying the Duke of 
Burgundys Daughter, and his Son Philip marry'd 
the Heireſs of the Crown of Spain; fo that his 
Son Charles V. ſucceeded at once to the Impe- 
rial Dignity, the Crown of Spain, the Lordſhip 
of the Netherlands, the Dukedom of Auſtria, &c. 
But this Charles divided theſe Pofletiions into 2: 
Branches, by getting his Brother to be choſen! 
Emperor, and leaving Spain and the Netherland 
to his Son Philip II. And, purſuant to that Di- 
viſion, the preſent Emperor Leopold is poſſeſs d 
of all the Honours and Titles of the German 
Branch of the Family, and his ſecond Son has 
now upon the Death of Charles II. of S pain, aſ- 
ſum'd the Repreſentation of the Spaniſh, tho' 
his Title is not yet confirm'd by Poſſeilion. 
Auſtria is a very plentiful Country, reple- Soil. 
niſh'd with Mines and Rivers, and aftording 
great Quantities of Wine and Saffron, belides 
Corn and all the other Neceſſaries of Lite. 
Twas the Pannonia Superior of the Ancients, 
and after the Time of the Romans became part of 
the Kingdom of the Boiarii, or Bavarians; after 
which it was erected into a ſeparate Marquiſate 
by the Emperor Or/o I. and, when the Auſtrian 
Family grey powerful, was honour'd with the 
Title 205 an Arch-Dutchy, and is now the only 
Arch Dutchy in the World. ; 
Tis divided into the Higher and the Lower Divilion, 
Auſtria. The Lower lies on the E. Side towards 
Hungary, and the Higher on the W. Side join- 
ing to Bavaria: So that "twill be ſufficient for 
our preſent Purpoſe to view the Towns of the 
Higher, reſerving thoſe of the Lower for the 
Seat of the War in Hungary. The Towns of 
Upper Auſtria (I ſay) 1 in this Order.

E. of Efferding, you have, upon the fame Ri- 
ver, and near its Confluence with the Traun, a 
conſide rable City, call'd Lintz, the Metropolis 
of Upper Auſtria, in Latin, Aurelianum and Lyn- 
cium, ſtanding upon the S. Bank of the Danube, 
over which it has a Bridge, 100 Miles W. from 
Vienna, and 36 Miles E. from Paſſaw. On 
the S. Side of the Danube it has a pleaſant 
Suburbs, and the Emperor has a Palace 
here, to which he retir'd during the Siege of 
Vienna in 1683. This City is not very great, 
but very neat and well built, and pleaſant- 
ly ſeated. *T'is defended with a Caſtle upon 
a Hill, that's very large, and built after the mo- 
dern Way, and enrich'd with 2 Yearly Fairs. 
It had a very flouriſhing Proteſtant Univerſity, 
which was {ut down by the Emperor Matthias 
in 1614. When the Turks came to Vienna in

the Year 1268. that the Male Iſſue failing, twas 
divided between ſeveral Princes, Biſhops and 
free Cities, who are all Sovercigns within them- 
ſelves; but of late the Country has been miſera- 
bly over-run by the French and Bavarian. 

"Tis bounded by Franconia and the Palatinate 
of the Rhine on the N. Alſatia on the W. Swit- 
zerland on the S. and Bavaria on the E. *Tis 
148 Miles long from E. to W. and 146 Miles 
broad from N. to S. 

Some part of the Country is Mountainous 
and Woody, which affords, beſides Pine and 
Fir-Timber, Mines of Copper, Silver, and other 
Metals. The Foreſts are well ſtor'd wich Game. 
The flatter Country produces Plenty of Corn, 
Wine and Flax; and Linnen · Cloth is the great

of which anon. Tho' the private Houſes are 
built only of Wood and Clay, they look very 
neat and handſome. *T'is famous for many Im- 
perial Dyets held in it, and in a particular man- 
ner for the Lutheran Confeilion of Faith de- 
liver'd at the Dyet held here by Charles V. 
in 1530. and commonly call'd Auguſtan' (Au- 
guſta Vindelicorum being the Latin Name for 
Ausburg.)

W. from Ausburg, upon a ſmall River called 
Mindel, that falls into the Danube about 7 Miles 
lower. The Country call'd Burgaw is abour 
20 Lea broad, and long, and has been 
poſſeſsd by the Emperor ever ſince 1282. 
Steering from Burgaw 34 Miles S. W. we 
come at Biberach, an ancient Imperial City, ſaid 
to be made free in 800. ſeated in a pleaſant 
fertile Valley, ſurrounded with fair Meadows, 
but ſome of them boggy and overflow d in the 
Winter. It boaſts of a natural Bath, that's 
much frequented. 6 Miles W. of Biberach, 
is Buchaw, upon a ſmall Lake, call'd Pſederxee 
not above 2 Leagues S. of the Danube, a ſina 
Imperial City, the Abbot of which is a Sove- 
reiga Prince. But the greateſt Abbacy in Swa- 
bia is that of Kempten, the Town of which 
Name ſtands upon the Iler, which cuts it in 
Two, 48 Miles S. W. from Ausburg. This 
City is called Campodunum and Druſomagus, and 
on d one of the ancienteſt Cities in Germany. 
In former Times *twas the Reſidence of the 
Dukes of Swabia. The Abbot of the Mona- 


ſtery, founded here by the Duke of Swabia's 


Daughter, Wife to Charles V. is a Prince of 
the Empire, and Lord of the adjacent Terri- 
tory. But the City Þ ro its Freedom.

Chlorus, the Father of Conſtantine the Great, 
who had his Winter Station there.

the Swedes attempted to beliege it in vain, Tho

On the W. of the Black Foreſt, towards the 
Rhine, lies the Bri/zaw, part of it ſubject to the 
Emperor, and part of it to the Family of Baden. 
The chief Town of this Country is Briſack, 
which ſtands on the Mine, and is join'd to 2 or 
3 Iſlands in it by Bridges, which are fortified, 
as well as the Town.

*T was once an Imperial City, but afterwards 
became ſubject to the Houſe of Auſtria, and 
was taken -: the French in 1638. to whom 
it was granted by the Weſtphalian Treaty, and 
ſo continued in their Hands till the Year. 1700. 
that in Purſuance of the Treaty concluded at 

eſwick in 1697. 'twas reſtor'd to the Emperor, 
after demoliſhing its fair Stone-Bridge over the 
Wine. Bur ſince the breaking. out of the War 
that ſtill flames, the French became Maſters of it 
in 1704. with very little Trouble, for which 
Reafon the Count d' Arco, the Governour, was 
condemn d by a Council of War to be beheaded, 
and all the other Officers that ſign'd the Capi- 
tulation were puniſh'd either with Diſgrace, or 
pecuniary Mulcts.

In 1703. the French attack'd theſe 
Lines without Succeſs, which was chiefly owing 
to the Reſiſtance made by the Dureh Auxiliary 
Troops, under the Command of Major-General 
Goor, poſted ar Buhl, the weakeſt Part of the 
Lines, near which there is a Valley, call'd 
Buhlerdal, which the French thought to have 
poſſeſs d themſelves of, and foto have attack'd 
their Enemy in the Rear. 

Now that I have mention'd the Town of 
Baden, it lies 4 Miles E. of Fort Lews and the 
Rhine, 7 Miles N. E. of Stolhoffen, and 28 Miles

which it ſtands is uneven and craggy, and on 
an adjacent Hill there is a ſtrong Fortreſs to ſe- 
cure the Town, which is the Reſidence of the 
Marqueſs.

Five Miles N. in by E. from Baden is Eber- 
ftein, ſtanding a little Way from the W. Bank of 
the River Murg, and the head Town of a Coun- 


ty of the ſame Name, that runs a little way from 


Durlach. 


N. to S. along the E. Banks of that River, and 
belongs to Upper Baden. 

Ten Miles N. E. of Baden is Durlach, about 
5 Miles E. of the Wine, and about half way be- 
tween Philipsburg and Stolboſfen. This Town is 
ſeated at the Foot of a Mountain, on the Banks 
of the River Pſints, and is well defended with 


a ftrong Caſtle upon the Top of that Moun- | 
r N tain. 
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tain. *Tis a fair well built City, adorn'd with 
a very ſtately Palace. 
The 2 Towns laſt mention'd, namely Baden 
and Durlach, give Name to 2 Marquiſates, 


both of the fame Family of Baden, and each of 
theſe Marqueſles reſides in the Town from 


' whence he derives his Tittle, that is, Prince 


Baden of Baden, a Roman Catholick, reſides at 
Baden, and Prince of Baden Durlach, a Lutheran, 
at Durlach. 

In the Marquiſates of Baden and Durlach, at 
the Diſtance of 15 Miles E. from Durlach, is 


Pfortzheim, a ſmall City near the Confines of Pſort;beim 


Mirtemberg, on the Confluence of the Rivers 
Ens and Nagold, which fall jointly into the 
Neckar about 16 Miles to the N. E. of this 
Place. Pſortzeim has Mountains and Woods 
on one Side, and pleaſant Meadows on the 


other. 
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Nineteen Miles S. E. of Pert beim is Stutgart, Sturgart; 


on the W. Bank of the Nectar, the Metropolis 
of the Dutchy of Mirtemberg, adorn'd with a 
ſtately Caltle, in which the Duke reſides, and 
ſweet Gardens, Grotto's, Water-works, Cc. *Tis 
famous for hot Baths, which are much reſorted 
to. The Dutchy of ?irtemberg, of which this 
City is the Head, lies E. of Baden, between the 
Palatinate of the Nine on the N. and the Prin- 
cipality of Furftenberz on the S. extending near 


70 Miles both in Length and Breadth. Tis a 


very fertile and very populous Country, well 
repleniſh'd with Cities and Villages. The Soll 
1s partly mountainous, where good Mines are 
found, and parly flat, where all manner of Fer- 
tility abounds: The preſent Duke is a Luthe-

ſame Dutchy, is Tubingen, 18 Miles S. S. W. 


from Stutgart, ſaid to have been the Seat of the 
Emperor Cæracalla. Tis a fair well built City, 


graced with an Univeriity. 8 Miles S. E. from 


Stuttgart we have, upon the Neckar, Eſlingen, a 
ſmall Imperial City, under the Protection of the 
Duke of Hirtemle,g. And 6 Miles W. from 
Tubingen, is Ehingen, likewiſe upon the Neckar. 
(But there is another Ehingen in the Circle of 
Swabia, that lies upon the Danube, not far from 
Munder lingen, about 15 Miles above Ulm.) 12 
Miles S. E. from Tubingen we have Reitling, or 
Rentiingen, an Imperial City, under the Pro- 
tection of the Duke of Mirtemberg, ſeated on a 
ſmall River, that falls into the Neckar, near the 
Frontiers of the County of Hoenzollern. To- 
wards the N. Limits of the Dutchy of Mirtem- 
berg ſtands Hailbron, a free Imperial City upon 
the Neckar, 30 Miles N. of Stutgare, It has a 
Stone-Bride over the Neckar, and owes its Name 
to the famous Medicinal Springs found in it. 
The Country in which it ſtands is a fertile plea- 
fant Country. 6 Miles E; of Hailbron is Loewen. 
ſtein, the Head of a County under the Elector 
Palatine : And 6 Miles S. of Hailbron is Lauffen, 
a Town of ſome Note upon the Neckar, and in 
the ſame Dutchy.

The Danube, which riſing at Donaw 
Eſebingen, in the Principality of Furſtenburg in 
Swabia (as we ſhew'd above) becomes navigable 
at Ulm, and paſſing by Newburg, Ingolſtat, Rei 
bonne and Strawbingen, receives the vaſt River 
Inn at Paſſaw; then waſhing Lint; and Vienna, 
enters Hungary at Presburg, the Capital of Upper 
Hungary, where it divides, and makes the Iſland 
of Schut; and uniting again at Comora, bends 
its Courſe more Southerly, and paſſes to Buda, 
where it makes 2 other Iſlands. Afrer that, con- 
tinuing a S. E. Progreſs, tis reinforced with the 
Taerwitx at Bataſek the Drave at Eſſetk, and the 
Save at Belgrade, a little above which it receives 
on the other Side a vaſt River, call d the Tibiſ- 
cus, or the Teys.

Sometimes tis call'd 
in Latin, Fiexum. is guarded with a ſtatel 
and ſtrong Stone Caſtle, on the Top of a Hill, 
and had an Archbiſhoprick remov'd to it when 
Gran fell into the Hands of the Turks, before 
the Emperor's late Conqueſts. Upon the ſame 
Occaſion *twas made the Place of Meeting for 
the States of Hungary. The Emperor fortified 
it in-1 662. becauſe twas then a Frontier. Here 
the preſent Emperor's Son was crown'd King of | 
Hungary, Dec. 9. 1687. A Council was tele- 5 
brated here in 1309. which Pope Clement V. 
confirm d. The Crown of Hungary, ſo much 
eſteem'd by the Hungarians, is kept in one of 
the Towers. of the Caſtle of Presburg, there 
being 4 ſtrong Towers to that Caſtle. In fine, 
the Town is adorn'd with a noble Cathedral, 
builr for the Lutherans in 1638. and now made 
uſe of by the Feſuits, and with a ſtately Palace 
for the Archbiſhap, built in the Suburbs.
